President  Begaye  said  the  nation  believes  the  EPA  should  fund  a pipe  that  directs  water 
from  the  Upper  San  Juan  River  area  to  the  areas  around  Shiprock,  that  the  EPA  should 
provide  substitute  water  for  fanners  that  are  not  using  the  San  Juan,  particularly  as,  he  said, 
the  nation's  EPA  found  the  water  not  up  to  standard  to  give  to  animals,  that  the  EPA  should 
develop  a reservoir  that  holds  a 90  day  water  supply  and  that  the  EPA  should  build  a lab  on 
Navajo  land  to  closely  monitor  water  quality. 


Aso,  I understand  that  the  EPA  has  eyed  the  Upper  Animas  Watershed  area  as  a possible 
superfund  site  but  that  there  was  not  local  support  to  put  it  on  the  list.  Can  you  confirm  that 
it  was  opposition  from  surrounding  communities  that  were  worried  about  the  stigma  of  a 
superfund  sites  affecting  property  values  or  the  tourism  industry  that  was  part  of  that?  I had 
read  that  in  the  news  but  need  confirmation.  Thanks!
